RK—The Zionist Organization of maven lost its last 
yestige of control over U. S. fund-raising for Palestine this week 
when a meeting of the United Palestine Appeal board ousted Herman 
L. Weisman and elected Morris Rothenberg as national chairman. 

The action brought a walkout from the ane ‘meeting by Dr. 


Abba Hillel Silver, and the board 
then voted to place the UPA in 
the 1949 United Jewish Appeal. 
- Among the 100 persons attend- 
ing the first full meeting of the 
UPA board in two years were 
Weisman, Silver Berl Locker, 
chairman of the Jerusalem sec- 
tion of the Jewish Agency and 
Dewey Stone of Brockton, a ZOA 
administration supporter. 
‘Weisman, who had been acting 


national chairman since Dr, Is-. 


reel Goldstein left for Israel] to 
gerve a year as treasurer of the 
Jewish Agency, opened the meet- 
ing. The anti-Zionist forces im- 
mediately passed 2 motion that 
the board implement the Feb. 16 
decision of the Agency inviting 
Morgenthau to head the 1949 UJA 
drive with Montor in full control. 


In the discussion on the motion, 
Locker said that the intervention 
of the dispute was justified be- 
cause the campaign was failing 
without a national head and there 
was a desparate need for Mor- 
genthau and Montor, 

On the roll call the vote was 52 
in favor with 30 abstentions. 
Then Rothenberg was nominated 
as acting chairman to replace 
Weisman. 

Silver Takes A Walk 
“*You’re not going to accept 
this, are you?” Silver demanded 
of Rothenberg. 

Rothenberg answered,

Silver thereupon picked up his 

hat and coat and stalked out of 
the room.

There some surprise at 
Rothenberg’s action in effect join- 
ing the ZOA opposition, since he 
had been regarded as an admin- 
istration supporter. The general 
belief was that the former ZOA 
president had no choice, As head 
of the Jewish National Fund in 
the U.S., he had sought to main- 
tain a neutral position in the 
swiftly-spreading battle, though 
the U.S. INF was controlled by 
the ZOA: 


Switch Anticipated 


Rothenberg had indicated a pos- 
Sible switch at the “rump” board 
meeting called by Locker two 
weeks ago. 


Rothenberg fhen said that the 
JNF had no alternative but to ac- 
cept the Agency executive ruling 
inviting Morgenthau to run the 
1949 United Jewish Appeal drive 
on his own terms, Rothenberg 
made it plain that he was under 
intense pressure from the JNF 
in Israel to get money and get it 
quickly. 


His switch to the strange 
lineup of anti-Silver forces was 
made easier by the decision of 
the JNF to sign with the Jew- 
ish Agency for the 1949 UJA 
campaign which got underway 
this week, 


Weisman's appointment as act- 
ing chairman was made by the 
executive committee, then con- 
trolled by the ZOA. The appoint- 
ment was the target of sharp 
charges of illegality from the 
COC, made up of large givers op- 
posed to ZOA control of the UPA, 


The COC charged repeatedly 
that the UPA executive commit- 
tee had acted fllegally in naming 
Weisman and in its stand during 
the battle between the ZOA and 
the Jewish Agency executive, be- 
cause those actions had not been 
approved by ar _ board,

MONTGR WILL RUN CAMPAIGN;

the long delayed national drive 
for $250,000,000 was underway. 

In a smoothly-organized revolt 
by the ZOA lIeadership’s enemies, 
the Jewish Agency cut the ZOA 
out of fund-raising entirely. 


The announcement of the for- 
mal launching of the 1949 drive 
by the Jewish Agency represent- 
ed a defeat of incalculable con- 
sequence for the ZOA leadership 
which fought and finally lost a 
six-months struggle to keep Mon- 
tor out of the 1949 drive. 


Agency Cracks Deadlock 

The deadiock was cracked 
through an unprecedented series 
of moves by the executive of the 
Jewish Agency, which.came to the 
U.S, six weeks ago in its first 
meeting here, to settle the dis- 
pute. The trip was made over 
vigorous objections by the -ZOA. 

The nub of the dispute was the 
refusal of Henry Morgenthau, Jr,, 
to accept the general chairman- 
ship of the UJA again, unless 
Montor was restored to a top pos- 
ition, with no strings attached by 
the ZOA. 

ZOA leaders, convinced that 
around Montor had crystallized 
the strange collection of Silver- 
Neumann foes, fought furious- 
ly to hobble Montor politically, 
only to lose everything im the 
showdwn. 

The 1949 drive was made pos- 
sible when the Jewish Agency 
signed with the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee, the United Ser- 
vice for New Americans—two of 
the three UJA agencies—and the 
Jewish National Fund and the 
Palestine Foundation Fund, The 
two funds make up the United 
Palestine Appeal, 

By reaching an agreement with 
the two funds for the 1949 drive, 
the Agency by-passed the UPA,

organization, and avoiding a dir- 
ect clash with the ZOA, 
UPA Board Winds Up 

Then the first full meeting of 
the UPA board met Monday night 
to wipe out the last vestige of 
ZOA control and voted to place 
the UPA in the drive, 

On Tuesday Morgenthau an- 
nounced he had accepted an in- 
vitation to serve as general chair- 
man which came to him “from 
the leaders of the Jewish Agency, 
the Joint Distribution Committee, 
the United Service for New Amer- 
icans and the United Palestine 
Appeal.” 

The last act in the drama, which 
cast a long shadow across the 
U.S, Jewish and Zionist picture, 
was in two scenes: one in Albany, 
N.Y,, and one in Morgenthau’s 
office in New York City. 

Without fanfare, the Agency 
executive filed papers in Albany 
for incorporation as a fund-rais- 
ing body in the U.S, That move 
cleared the way for the Agency 
to by-pass the UPA by signing 
with the — —_ USNA, and 


immediately afterwards with 
the JNF and the Palestine Foun- 
dation Fund, 


The second scene was preceded 
by a series of moves by the UPA 
in a final bid by the Silver-Neu- 
mann leadership to salvage some 
thing from its rapidly-collapsing 
resistance. BY a slender 18 to 14 
margin, a UPA executive com- 
mittee meeting approved a unity 
committee, composed of all U.S, 
Zionist parties, to visit Morgen- 
thau once more, 

While the subcommittee was 
preparing to meet with Morgen- 
thau on Feb, 24, the Agency in- 
corporated in Albany. No ZOA 
official knew about oe incorpore 
ation. 

Shortly after the subcommittee 
met with Morgenthau, he handed 
Herman L. Weisman, co-chaire 
man of the group, a press re- 
lease announcing that Montor had 
been placed in complete charge of 
the 1949 campaign, 


Weisman Balks 


For reasons still unclear, Weis- 
man balked at signing the peace 
pact and asked for more time, 
On Saturday, Feb, 26, a noon 
meeting was held at which Weis- 
man asked for another extension 
until 4 p, m. 


Before that hour arrived, Weis- 
man sent a telegram to Morgen- 
thau, asserting that he was un- 
able to approve “your contem- 
plated action to request Montor 
to direct the campaign.” His tele- 
gram ended the last hopes of the 
ZOA in the struggle. 


The Jewish Agency thereupon 
moved swiftly to sign up the JDC 
and the USNA. It then reached 
speedy agreements with the JNF 
and the Palestine Foundation, 
On Sunday, the Agency announ- 
ced formal launching of the 1949 
campaign and on Monday Montor 
called a meeting of all UJA field 
directors to discuss campaign

The defeat was emphasized when a full meeting 
of the UPA board rejected the Silver-Neumann 
Stand and voted to place the UPA in the 1949 drive 
headed by the enemies of the ZOA leaders. 


The unprecedented tour was expected to produce 
some verbal fireworks. The ZOA opposition, organ- 
ized in the Committee for Progressive Zionism and 
the Committee of Contributors, plans to slug it out 


ZOA leaders at every crossroads. 


In a final statement, Dr. Silver said the position 
of the ZOA “has been right all along, that the cam- 
paign for the United Jewish Appeal in order to suc- 
ceed must be headed by men whe would promote 
barmony and rally all forces in American Jewry.” 

The statement also placed the ZOA leaders as 


washing their hands of any responsibility for the 
future of the 1949 drive. 
“We wish it clearly understood that those who 


have demanded absolute control over the campaign 


and those of the executive of the Jewish Agency who 
capitulated te such demands, must now assume full 
responsibility for the campaign,” the statement said.

Converts Collect Plenty As Missionaries To Jews, Says ADL 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—Christian missionaries seek- 
mg to convert Jews and spending more than $1,500,- 
000 a year for that purpose include former Jews 
whose tactics are unhampered by too many scruples, 
the Anti-Defamation League reported this week. 

Arnold Foster, director of the ADL civil rights di- 
vision, said some of the ex-Jews have police records 
and resort to virulent anti-Semitism in their money- 
raising efforts. 

Foster said they could not be dismissed as small- 
time operators on the fringe of a movement which 
manages, according to the best figures, to convert 
fewer than 50 Jewish adults and children a year. 

“At least two of them, A. U. Michelson and Jos- 
eph Hoffman Cohn, each year elicit from credulous 
supporters the tidy sum of $1,000,000—or two out 
of every three dollars contributed to the mission- 
ary cause” of converting Jews, he said. 

Foster said that Michelson’s Hebrew Evangeliza- 
tion Society collects around $500,000 a year, the big- 
gest “mission to the Jews” now in operation. 

“But Michelson’s interest in religion appears to be 
secondary to his desire for personal financial profit,” 
Foster reported. “In virtually every community in 
which he has operated since emigrating from Ger- 

many in 1924, Michelson has been charged with un- 
ethical practices of one kind or another.” 

Then there is the American Board of Missions to 
the Jews which Joseph Cohn inherited from his 
father, caopold. oi took the younger Cohn only eight 


years to collect enough money to house his outfit 
in its own six-story building in New York. 

Hyman J. Applebaum, former lawyer and head of 
the American Association for Jewish Evangelism, 
sticks to highly-publicized personal appearances in 
Baptist churches. Foster described him as a skilled 
speaker using the old style revival meetings tech- 
nique. Apple baum, who describes himself as “the 
Little Jew with the Big Jesus,” is much in demand 
as a guest preacher, Foster said. 

In a tour of New England last fell, his appear- 
ance in Portland, Maine, was heralded by a tre- 
mendous advertising barrage. Applebaum’s quips 
about being able to change his religion if not the 
shape of his nose were heard by overflow audiences 
of 1,200 to 1,500 at each of his meetings, the ADL 
report said. 

Cohn broadcasts via transcriptions in the U. S., 
Canada and Cuba, His budget supports “missions” 
in Brooklyn, Coney Island, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
and Los Angeles, and foreign offices in Canada, Lon- 
don, Paris, Jerusalem, Buenos Aires and Havana, 
Foster said. 

Foster said Cohn doesn’t hesitate to use anti-Sem- 
itism. His antagonism toward Israel, the Zionist 
movement and most things Jewish probably “stimu- 
lates an open-handed response among his con- 
tributors,” Foster said. 

Cohn and his father have been charged with vari- 
ous irregularities in both personal and business ac- 


tivities. The American Home Mission Society, once 
a heavy contributor to Leopold Cohn’s venture, with- 
drew its financial support. 

Michelson built up his money-taker mostly through 
contributions from radio listeners. A report on Dec, 
31, 1946 showed a take of $473,442 for the year. The

Agency Incorporates In N. Y. 
To Raise Funds, End Deadlock

EW YORK—The .decision to start the 1949 United Jewish 
Appeal drive without the United Palestine Appeal was made pos- 
sible this week when the Jewish Agency took the unprecedented 
step of filing papers for incorporation as a U. S, fund-raising 
agency for Israel. 

The move was disclosed when Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver charged 
that his name was used without his authorization on the incore 
poration papers filed in Albany, N. Y. 

The incorporation cleared the way for U. S. fund-raising agen- 
cies to accept Agency leadership and to join in the 1949 United 
Jewish Appeal drive. 

The Agency immediately signed with the Joint Distribution 
Committee and the’ United Service for New Americans, the two 
smaller agencies of the United Jewish Appeal. 

However, the UPA is made up of the Jewish National Fund 
and the Palestine Foundation Fund. Those funds also signed for 
the 1949 drive, leaving the UPA not only out of the 1949 drive but 
in effect ending its effective existence. 

“I was surprised to learn that my name was used in connection 
with the papers of the corporation which were filed in Albany by 
the Jewish Agency executive,” Dr. Silver said. 

“I did not authorize the use of my name,” he declared. “I re 
Signed as chairman of the American section of the Jewish Agency 
on Feb. 16.” 

He blasted the incorporation action as “an ill-advised move 
on the part of the American section of the Jewish Agency, 
which is aimed at sidestepping the legally-constituted Zionist 
agencies in the United States, which have for years had the 
responsibility of raising the funds for Palestine.” 

“It is an unwarranted threat to their existence and might bring 
about the disintegration of the Zionist movement in the United 
States,” he said. “The act will further exacerbate the unfortunate 
controversy and will increase the hurt to the 1949 campaign of the 
United Jewish Appeal.” 
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smaller ones. Shapiro is execu- 
tive director of the UPA who was 
named to replace Montor last 
September. 

Shertok Issues Appeal

Totally Oppressed, Report Shows 


ATLANTIC CITY—Jews in countries behind the Iron Curtai, 
are being oppressed as savagely as Catholics and Protestants, dele 
gates to the seventh biennial convention of the Jewish Labor Com. 


mittee were told this week. 


The findings were disclosed in a detailed “ page survey com. 


piled from special reports by rep- 
resentatives of the Jewish Labor 
Committee and from _ speeches, 
newspaper reports and _ public 
documents in Poland, Hungary, 
Rumania and Czechoslovakia. 

“The conditions of Jews resid- 
ing behind the iron curtain are 
fundamentally the same though 
they may differ in some detail,” 
the documented report said, 

“On the one side, we ob- 

served a spirited attempt of the 
Jews in the various countries 
to rebuild their culture and 
their institutions in the lands 
of their birth, and en the other 
side, the success of the Com- 
munist regimes in destroying 
all independent thinking and 
smashing Jewish life, includ- 
ing their instruments of self- 
government and their very 
souls.” 

The report said that conditions 
in Rumania were typical where 
the Communist offensive ended 
in complete victory. 

“The final upshot is that there 
are no more Jewish schools, Jew- 
ish cultural groups, Jewish com- 
munities, Jewish organizations,” 
the report said. “A small power- 
ful communist group reigns over 
the Jewish community in Ru- 
mania.” 

The report was presented by 
Jacob Pat, executive secretary. 
The 600 delegates at the conven- 
tion represented 500,000 union 
members in the AFL and CIO. 

Can’t Do Anything 

Pat said there was little that 
U. S. Jewish organizations could 
do “for these unfortunate suffer- 
ing Jews. The answer lies not 





in our hands, the key to the 
problem lies in the world wide 
struggle for democracy and the 
dignity and honor of man every. 
where.” 

At a Saturday session, dele 
gates cheered a slap by Attorney 
Gen. Tom Clark at the Commy. 
nist-dominated American Jewish 
Labor Council. 

Clark hinted that the Labor 
Council might be added to the 
list of subversive groups eom. 
piled and published by the 
Justice Department. 

David Dubinsky, president of 
the International Ladies Gar. 
ment Workers Union, blasted 
charges that many Jews were 
Communists and that most Com. 
munists were Jews. 

No Commies In Unions 

He denied that except for the 
fur workers, there was any Com. 
munist representation in Ameri. 
can labor unions affiliated with 
the Jewish Labor Committee.

JEWISH ACCOUNTING GRADS. 
FACE JOB TROUBLES, SAYS ADL 


WASHINGTON—Jewish graduates in accounting will run into 


marked discrimination in trying 


to get jobs, the B’nai B’rith re 


ported this week on the basis of a survey by its vocational service 


commission. 


Although Jewish accountants have been _ee without too 


much trouble during the boom 
market of the post-war years, the 
survey indicated that return to 
less demand for professional 
skills will) mean job trouble. 

The survey was based on 50 
interviews with deans of schools 
of business, heads of accounting 
departments and placement of- 
ficers in 43 schools throughout 
the U. S. The interviews, like 
that for a recent similar survey 
of engineering job possibilities, 
were handled by the Elmo Roper 
organization. 

Ten times as many of those 
interviewed admitted discrimina- 
tion in accounting as denied it, 
the survey declosed. Eesasend Jewish 
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discrimination Wwas_ reportedly 
most intense in the field of pub 
lic accounting. 

“As far as Jewish students are 
concerned, it is an almost im 
possible task for them to get a 
job in a public accounting firm,” 
one dean said. “I don’t think 


the firms necessarily are preju ff 


diced themselves against employ: 
ing Jews but they are afraid to 
risk theig relationships with their 
clients on the assumption that 
the clients might be prejudiced 
against Jews.” 


The survey disclosed that Jew 
ish accountants get their jobs 
first of all in Jewish firms, work 
ing through friends or relatives 
or through school placement of 
ficers. 


They also go into government 
service in considerable numbers 
and private accounting positions 
in business corporations. The 
survey found that the fields of 
business in which Jews ar 
strong are the fields in which 
Jewish accountants find jobs 
most easily. The survey found 
that retailing, in general, and 
especially in the garments trades 
is referred to repeatedly as al 
area of opportunity for the Jew 
ish accounting graduate. 


The first study in the series, 
based on interviews with 108 col 
lege and university officials, Tf 
ported that many engineering 
graduates would have a rougi 
time getting jobs in the future 
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WASHINGTON—Plans of the American 
Jewish Committee to publish a weekly news- 
paper were sharply rapped by the American 
Association of English-Jewish Newspapers as 
an abuse of a public trust. 

The condemnation of the proposed national 
weekly was contained in.a resolution passed at 
the fifth annual convention last week which vig- 
orously condemned “the tendency in Jewish 
communities of pursuing exaggerated pro- 
grams of public relations and publicity-seek- 
ing.” 

the association charged that national Jew- 
ish organizations had refused to disclose the 
expenditures of their publicity departments. 

“Out of 47 organizations approached for such 
facts only 10—those with minimal expenditures 
—had seen fit to present the requested facts,” 
the resolution said, according to the text re- 
leased this week by the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. 

“It is our conviction that funds presently 
used for publicity purposes are excessive, that 
there is an extreme amount of overlapping, that 
most of the copy coming from national organ- 
izations untimately is consigned to the .waste- 
baskets and that this, therefor, is a situation 
calling for correction,” the resolution said. 

Asserting that the national organizations 
have gone to extremes in sponsoring bulletins 
and publications, the resolution said that “in 
nearly every instance of news dissemination,

the Jewish Telegraphic Agency and the Seven 
Arts Feature syndicate carry the important 
news of Jewish happenings.” 


“We especially deplore a situation which finds 
one national organization in a position of hav- 
ing incurred a $164,000 deficit in publishing a 
monthly magazine—at the expense of funds 
contributed by our communities—and now nev 
ertheless even undertaking the publication of a 
weekly newspaper,” the resolution said. 

The reference was the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and to its publication, COMMENTARY. 
The resolution continued: “If the latter step 
materializes, this organization will be abusing 
a public trust placed in it in a civic protective 
sphere which its leaders are trying to trans- 
form into a publicity field.” 

Charging that “vast sums” were being 
spent unnecessarily for publicity purposes,” 
the association said that “only the vanities of, 
some leaders and the public relations men are 
being fulfilled, in the distribution of news re- 
leases and mats which, in the main, are being 
ignored and are not used.” 

“It is imperative that, in the interest of econ- 
omy and our major causes for which large 
sums are being raised, that the American Jew- 
ish community should survey this situation 
seriously with the ultimate objective of putting 
an end to wasteful practices,” the resolution 
said. 








Rabbinical Council Argument Denied 





Synagogue Council Raps Stand 
Of World Jewish Court Backers

NEW YORK—The contention of the Rabbinical Council of 
America that its negotiations for re-establishment of a central reli- 
gious authority in Israel were not the concern of the Synagogue 
Council of America was sharply challenged this week by the Syna- 


gogue Council. 

The proposal has been under 
sharp fire from other wings of 
American Judaism since the neo- 
Orthodox Rabbinical Council first 
disclosed that negotiations had 
been undertaken with Chief Rabbi 
Israel Herzog of Israel. 

Rabbi Israel Tabak, president 
of the Rabbiniesil Council, in an 
exclusive interview, told The Post 
last month that the nerotiations 
had been started without consult- 
ing other rabbinical bod‘es. 


Rabbi Tabak was asked whe- 
ther the plan would be presented 
to the Synagogue Council, the 
overall coordinating body for the 
three wings of American Juda- 
ism. He replied that the proposal 
was a religious one and excluded 
from consideration by the Syna- 
gogue Council,’s constitution. 
(NIP Feb. 18). 

Strong exception to that state- 
ment was taken by Rabbi Robert 
Gordis, president of the Syna- 
gogue Council. 

“This statement that the con- 
stitution of the Svnagogue Coun- 
cil excludes consideration of ‘re- 
ligieus matters’ is so fantastic 
that I cannot believe Rabbi Ta- 
bak ‘has ‘been correctly quoted,” 
Rabbi Gordis said. 

“As a matter of fact, Rabbi Ta- 
bak has, at my invitation, been 
acting as first vice president pro- 
tem of the Synagogue Council, 
in the absence of Rabbi Simon G. 
Kramer. Rabbi Kramer, who is 
our first vice president, is serving 
the Synagogue Council of Amer- 
ica as adviser on Jewish religious 
affairs to the American military 
government in Germanv.” 

Dr. Gordis quoted the text of 
the preamble ‘to the Synagogue 
Council constitution to refute 
Rabbi Tabak’s statement. The 
Preamble reads: “Whereas the 
Synagogue is a basic and essen- 
tial unit of our Jewish life. and 
whereas it is desirable that the 
Tepresentatives of the synagogues 
in America meet from time to 
time, in order to take council to 
gether for the sacred purpose of 


ving and fostering Juda-

national congregational and rab-

Turks End Ban;

WEIZMANN BOOK IGNORES ROLE 
OF U. S. ZIONIST ENTIRELY 


Editor’s Note: This is the last of four columns by Col- 
umnist Alpert in a major review and analysis of Chaim Weiz- 
mann’s autobiography. 





N A book aS comprehensive as “Trial and Error” there are lit 
erally hundreds of incidents which call for comment from 
the discerning reader. It will be somewhat of a shock to the 
American reader, for instance, to learn that in 1922 a motion for 
the repeal of the Balfour Declaration passed the House of Lords 
“by a substantial majority,” though it was defeated in Commons; 
that in 1935 or 1936 Weizmann saw “a -possible solution” in a 
legislative council on which Jews and Arabs would be equal in 
number, with the balance of power held by British officials; that 
Weizmann’s reaction to the Churchill White paper of 1922 was as 
follows: “In short, it limited the Balfour Declaration to Palestine 
west of the Jordan, but it established the principle of ‘economic 
absortive capacity’’’—thus giving the inference that the one was 
adequate compensation for the other. 

Dr. Weizmann could have eliminated some of these references, 
and presented his career only in its most favorable aspects, but it 
is an indication of the essential honesty of the man that such 
things were retained. It is an honest book. 


CERTAIN FINAL OBSERVATIONS must be made. Granted 
that Dr. Weizmann’s associations with American Jewry were cas- 
ual and sporadic, he should have reflected more fairly and more 
adequately the role played by American Zionists in the great drama 
of which he was the central character. This is the only respect in 
which the book is deficient. He reports the Brandeis controversy 
with as much objectivity as can be expected in view of his pre- 
vious treatment of Herzl; he devotes two pages to an expression 
of his contempt for fund-raising methods in the United States— 
and for the remainder he simply ignores American Jewry or 
American Zionists as any force in the movement. 


When the Mandate was submitted to the Council of the League 
for ratification he worried about Spain and about Brazil, which had 
votes in the Council, to be sure, but there is nary a word about 
the U.S. Joint Congressional Resolution of 1922, obtained by Ameri- 
can Zionists, which other historians credit with having swung 
the tide in favor of the mandate. 


In all the events leading up to the United Nations decision of 
November 29, there is hardly an allusion to any role played by 
American Zionists, except in passing. Indeed, one gathers the im- 
pression that not American Jewry, but Dr. Weizmann, alone and 
single-handed, influenced the American government in its favor- 
able stand on partition, and later induced President Truman to 
grant immediate recognition to Israel. 

Zionist membership, Zionist public relations campaigns, 
Zionist meetings and efforts and agitation over a period of 
many years are simply ignored. One social call by Weizmann 
—one letter from him to the White House wrought miracles. 
Not even the most fervent admirer of Dr. Weizmann can fail 
to admit that the distinguished statesman has been less than 
fair. 

It will be recalled that Dr. Weizmann practically ignored Ben 
Gurion’s role in the creation of the Jewish State. Abba Hille] 
Silver is therefore in good company. Dr. Weizmann does not 
criticize; he simply ignores any role of importance which Dr. Sil- 
ver might have played before the U.N. Yet there are many who 
will recall that it was only seven years ago that Dr. Weizmann, 
speaking before Dr. Silver’s congrgation in Cleveland, declared 
that when his time to retire came, the mantle of leadership could 
fall on no more worthy shoulders than those of the Cleveland 
rabbi. Dr. Weizmann has no doubt forgotten those words. 

He has forgotten, too, that in emergency after emergency, 
for twenty years and more, he had sent pleading and frantic ca- 
bles to American leaders seeking their aid—political, finarcial, 
moral—and was never disappointed. No American Jew can read 
the book without expressing amazement and disappointment at 
Dr. Weizmann’s ill-concealed contempt for American Jewry. 


WITH ALL ITS WEAKNESSES and deficiencies, “Trial and 
Error” is nevertheless an epic of our times—the life story of a 
great statesman and a great scientist. Dr. Weizmann has renderea 
notable service to his people, and today, as President of Israel, see 
his dreams fulfilled. He thus attains to a happy fulfillment which 
had been denied to both Moses and Herzl.

'VE been having a fight with myself. If I tell you about

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SE of poppy seed in the Purim goodies denotes the indestructi- 


bility of the Jews, that they “will be as numerous as the 

Stars and as countless as the sands of the sea,” or so it is explained 
in the Euclid Avenue Temple Sisterhood (Cleveland) cookbook. 

When you add to this the fact that poppy seeds give an un- 
usual tasty touch to our baking, the recipes this week should be 
worth preparing. 

POPPY SEED CAKE 
3% cup poppy seeds 142 cups suger 
% cup milk 3 cups flour 
34 cup butter 2 tsp. baking powder 
whites of 4 eggs 
Soak the poppy seeds in the milk for two hours. Cream butter and 
sugar thoroughly, add poppyseed mixture, and cream again. Mix 
and sift flour and baking powder, and add; beat egg whites stiff and 
fold in. Bake in three layers in a moderate oven for about 25 min- 
utes. Spread layers with the following filling: 
2 tbsp. cornstarch dissolved in yolks of 4 eggs 
2 = tbsp. milk 4% cup chopped nuts 
1% cups milk vanilla flavoring 
12 cup sugar 
Blend the cornstarch to a smooth paSte with the 2 tablespoons of 
milk, add the paste to the rest of the milk, and let cook in upper 
container of a double boiler until the mixture is smooth and thick- 
ened. Beat egg yolks with sugar until light and creamy. Gradually 
pour the hot milk onto the beaten yolks, stirring constantly so 
that they do not curdle. Return the mixture to the double boiler, 
and let cook, stirring constantly, until it coats the spoon, Remove 
from fire, let coo], and add chopped nuts and vanilla, 
POPPY SEED COOKIES 


Number 1 
1 cup poppy seeds 1% cups flour 
1% cup hot milk 1 cup currants 
% cup butter 1 tsp. baking powde) 


14 cup sugar 14 tsp. cinnamon 

2 oz. sweet chocolate, melted % tsp. cloves 

Soak the poppy seeds in the hot milk. Cream the butter and sugar 
and add to them the remaining ingred‘ents. Mixing thoroughly. 
Drop by teaspoons onto a buttered cookie sheet, and bake at 350 
degrees for 20 minutes. 


Number 2 
2 cups flour 4 sggs, slightly beaten 
1 tbsp. sugar 1 pound honey 
2 tbsp. oil % pound poppyseeds 
Mix together flour, sugar, oil and eggs, and Knead until the dough 
is smooth. Cut into 2-inch squares, and fold over. diagonally to 


form triangles. Prick tops with a fork, place on a greased baking 
sheet and bake in oven at 350 degrees until light brown. Bring hon- 
ey to a boil, drop cookies into the honey, and let cook, stirring 
constantly, for 3 minutes. Add poppyseeds, and let cook, stirring 
constantly, until cookies are well browned.

I'VE BEEN IN LOS Angeles 
long enough now to get the feet 
of the Jewish community and I 
fee] that my first impressions 
were accurate. This community 
—as I only suggested last week 
—has remarkable resources in 
manpower. 

Last week I gathered as much 
from first contacts but now I've 
met the top leadership and I am 
ready to venture a prediction that 
this community will devélop a 
tremendous power in all fields 
of Jewish endeavor. 

I’ve met Charles Brown and I’ve 
met Leonard Chudacoff. I’ve met 
Harry Rothberg (brother of Sam 
Rothberg of Peoria) and Max 
Firestein and Pete Kahn and Ed 
Mitchell. 

When you meet soft-spoken 
Charles Brown, you're likely to be 
fovled. He has an iron determin- 
ation wherever the Jewish com- 
munity is concerned and the only 
criticism I hearfl of him was in 
fact a compliment—his consecra- 
tien to his JA&vish duties is such 
that ‘he overestimates the amount 
of work others will do for the 
same Jewish causes. He believes 
that everyone is just as devoted 
as he is and he can’t understand 
it when something happens that 
conflicts with that belief. 

When I got here, Mr. Brown 
had just been given a testimonial 
dinner in which the surprise 
gift from a devoted community 
was an annual scholarship in his 
name at the Hebrew University 
for a Los Angeles young man or 
woman. 

He is a Zionist of long standing 
and if he had the time or was 
living in the East, he would make 
an excellent ZOA offical. At pres- 
ent, he is on the national board 
of the United Palestine Appeal. 
He was one of the people out 
here who protested by wire UPA 
chairman Herman Weisman’s 
challenge to the authority of the 

Jewish Agency in the United 
“Jewish Appeal battle. 

Just one incident, which char- 
acterizes the man and the telling 
of which I hope he will forgive. 
His only child, a son, was killed 
when a jeep ran over a jand 
mine. The day Mr. Brown re 
ceived a letter from his son’s 
buddy, telling of the tragedy, 
was also the day of an important 
local welfare fund meeting. Mr. 
Brown attended that -meeting. 

® 

LEONARD _CHUDACOFF is 
another man, another character. 
He’s the dreamer type, a vision- 
ary, yet a doer. He it was, you 
may recall, who back in June, 
1947, proposed a_ billion-dollar 
Jewish reconstruction fund to the 
leaders of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. Although Henry Morgen- 
thau and Henry Montor both op- 
posed the idea—and Mr. Chuda- 
coff pressed them hard—he really 
had no opportunity to present his 
idea to the U. S. Jewish coramun- 
ity. Now the Israel Corporation 
of America is seeking a paltry 

Funny how a man can be years 


ahead of his time. In 1947, a bil- 
lion dollar bend sale could have 
been achieved. In 1949, that fig- 
ure sinks to a few millions. 

Mr. Chudacoff doesn’t forget 
easily, I find out, but he’s now 
thinking in other terms. An ex- 
perience oil operator, with 
many wWetls in Oklahoma, he 
has already laid the ground- 
work for drilling in the Negev. 
He plans to spend six months 
in Israel. He would like to 
take his own drilling crews 
with him from here. 

Mr. Chudacoff also is a home 
builder with more than 1,000 
small homes to his credit in the 
last few years. He believes he 
could load his own ships here 
and in 96 days have the homes 
ready for occupancy in Israel. 

These are only two of the men 
out here; two different person- 
alities, two leaders. 

& 

YOU MAY BE wondering what 
effect the movie industry has on 
the Jewish community here. The 
answer is: none. The Jewish stars 
of the cinema world might as well 
be in Indianapolis as far as their 
participation in or even casual 
influence on Los Angeles Jewry 
is concerned. Even in fund-rais- 
ing, they are only an incidental 
factor. The $10,000,000 from Los 
Angeles for the 1948 United Jew- 
ish Appeal came mostly from the 
usual business interests you find 
in any community. 

I will be referring to Los An- 
gles in many a future “chair,” 
and I hope these comments have 
helped to alert you to what is 
going on out here in a Jewish 
way, so that you'll have—as I 
now have—a better conception of 
this end of the American Jewish 
community.

YOU MUST HAVE noticed the 
NJP item that Ingrid Bergman 
said she was not a Jewess. Well, 
that’s one lost, and the men will 
sigh though I doubt that relig- 
ion makes any difference where 
Ingrid is concerned. But here’s 
one the women will like—it 
brings a male star into the fold. 

When the Los Angeles Jew- 
ish Welfare Fund was raising 
its precedent-shattering $10,- 
000,000 last year, the office re- 
ceived a call from a slighted 
giver, one of Hollywood’s lum- 
inaries.

3,000 At Funeral 
Of Rabbi Feinberg 


CINCINNATI — More than 
3,000 person attended the funeral 
last week of Rabbi Louis Fein- 
berg, spiritual leader of Avon- 
dale Synagogue for the past 21 
years, who died at the age of 62. 

Following -graduation with 
honors at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, -he became spiritual 
leader of the Ohel Jacob Congre- 
gation in Philadelphia in 1916 
and came to Cincinnati in 1918 to 
the Avondale Synagogue. 

An active Zionist, he also 
served on the Menorah Society, 
the board of governors of the 
United Jewish Social Agencies, 
the Jewish Community Council 
and ‘the Bureau of Jewish Edu- 
cation, 'He was a member of the 
Zionist Organization of America 
and the Mizrachi (religious Zion- 
ists). 
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What Rabbi Silver 4nd Dr. Neumann Intend To Do 


was difficult to figure out last week exactly 

what the resignations of Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver and Dr. Emanuel Neumann from the 
Jewish Agency meant as far as the 1949 United 
Jewish Appeal was concerned. 

Several things have happened since then, par- 
ticularly the two meetings of the United Pales- 
tine Appeal—one of the UPA board and one of 
the UPA executive. Those moves provide some 
clues to the intentions of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America leaders. At least the courses 
of possible action by the ZOA leaders can be 
outlined, if only tentatively. 

When Herman Weisman, the acting national 
UPA chairman, asked UPA board members to 
boycott the board meeting called by Ber] Lock- 
er, chairman of the Jerusalem section of the 
Jewish Agency, and further charged that the 
Locker-convoked meeting was a rump session, 
it indicated that the ZOA would at all costs 
fight to retain control of the UPA. 

Then the UPA executive—not the board, as 
was the case in part at the Locker-called meet- 
ing—voted to ask Henry Morgenthau, Jr., to 
reconsider his refusal to accept the Feb. 9 
Agency compromise, That move again dram- 


atized the ZOA’s determination to retain con. 
trol of the UPA. 


But it showed something else. The stand of 
the ZOA-controlled UPA executive was a mild 
one when measured against the threats made 
by ZOA leaders in the preceding days. Against 
that background, the new bid to Morgenthay 
was not only conciliatory but it also took cog. 
nizance of the changed state of affairs¢ 


The latest UPA conciliation offer must have 
been made with the approval of Rabbi Silver 
and Dr. Neumann. It may mean that the ZOA 
administration will make no move to organize 
its own drive through the UPA for Israel. And 
it may also mean that the ZOA leaders intend 
to do nothing tc harm the 1949 UJA drive as it 
is presently constituted. 


In view of these possibilities, Mr. Morgenthay 
might well consider making concessions to meet 
the Feb. 9 Agency compromise which was ac. 
ceptable to the ZOA. Under it, Mr. Morgenthau 
and Mr. Henry Montor would run the UJA just 
as effectively as they did last year and the ges. 
ture would earn the wholehearted cooperation 
of a united American Jewish community. 


Is This The Right Way? 


HERE is something to be said for Dr. Sam- 

uel Belkin’s criticism of exchanges of pul- 
pits between rabbis and ministers but his char- 
acterization of the exchange as a “clear and 
open danger to American Jewry” is a little on 
the strong side. 

Ten years ago, five years ago, a message such 
as Dr. Belkin’s, emphasizing as it does the 
necessity for understanding what is involved in 
pulpit exchanges, would have had more value 
than the same warning today. For then, in 
many cases, the exchange was on a toleration 
basis. Today most rabbis participate in such 
exchanges only when the initiative in making 
the arrangements is shared by both parties. 

The American Jew will have to learn how to 
live as a Jew in this environment; retreating 


from the environment is no answer. ; 

Many Jewish communities in Europe with. 
drew from world progress as long as they pos- 
sibly could, understanding that participation in 
the emancipation movement meant a weaken. 
ing of Jewish ties. But the sweep of history 
soon engulfed these ghettos and when it did, 
the Jews in them were poorly prepared to meet 
the bright light of the new world. , 

Retreating—which is what Dr. Belkin’s ad. 
vice sums up to—is not the answer. 

The answer is in refusing to give false em. 
phasis, to Brotherhood and of course—as Dr, 
Belkin indicates—in removing the incidental 
dangers by education for those whom he calls 
“those of our people who are not well versed 
in the tenets of Jewish life.” 


Rabbi Brickner’s Proposal 


ABBI Barnett M. Brickner’s latest call— 
this one for “an assemblage of thinkers 
who will clarify the direction which American 
Judaism is taking’’—should strike a responsive 
note. This is a problem which has been occupy- 
ing the attention of U. S. Jewish leAders, lay 
and rabbinical, concerned with the healthy de- 
velopment of a creative American Judaism. 


“We need badly a meeting of minds to formu- 
late the basic principles of Jewish life in this 
generation,” the Cleveland rabbi says. 


The Post is ready to go all the way in this 
call. The problem will be to convoke such a

U. S. Jewry desperately needs the pioneering 
spirit of Chalutzim among men and women to 
dedicate themselves to the strengthening of the 
synagogue says Rabbi Theodore N. Lewis of 
the Progressive Synagogue of Brooklyn—The 
early Palestine Chalutzim, “pioneers,” ‘were 
characterized chiefly by the ideal of self-sacri- 
fice. Those who arrived in the Holy Land in 
quest of wealth and adventure left hurriedly. 
Those who: came to endure and to suffer re- 
mained. And, these brave and selfless pioneers, 
Jews and Jewesses, created the foundation for 
the State of Israel. 

The American synagogue needs desperately 
men and ‘women animated by the spirit of the 
Chalutzim who will completely dedicate them- 
selves to serve God, Israel and humanity 
through the synagogue. Synagogue member- 
ship without definite commitments and obtiga- 
tions is meaningless, utterly futile. What is 
required is much more than dues paying and 
concern with the budget. Standards of Jewish 
religious conduct and absolute loyalty to the 
teachings of Judaism are more essential to 
synagogue membership than financial contribu- 
tions. 

The synagogue is preeminently the Beth 
Hatefillah, the house of prayer. He who jeins 
must obligate himself to attend public worship 
regularly on the Sabbath. The Jewish liturgy 
is a treasure house of aspiration, of faith, of 


deathless idealism, expressed in beautiful words 


and noble songs. In worship the Jew con- 
tinually renews his allegiance jto his people and 
faith. oi 

The synagogue is also the Beth Hamidrash, 


dies because the vested interests are afraid it 
might affect their autonomy.

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Segal, Landau Rapped For Stand 
On Gieseking, Told To Get Facis . 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Your Feb. 18 article reporting 
the objections of Dr, E. Landau 
and Alfred Segal, as published in 
the Cincinnati Anglo-Jewjsh 
press, regarding the action on 
Walter Gieseking by immigration 
authorities, requires some an- 
swer. 

Waterbury, which was to have 
Gieseking play at a concert here 
the night following his New York 
appearance, became concerned 
about his projected visit to our 
community under the auspices of 
a local concert group sometime 
last spring. Our Jewish Commun. 
jty Council endeavored to obtain 
information about him. Public 
opposition to his appearance was 
expressed by posts of the major 
veterans groups in our town 
(American Legion, American Vet- 
erns Committee, Jewish Vet- 
Veterans, Disabled American Vet- 
erans and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars), We urged the national 
agencies to take action, and en- 
deavored to enlist the interest of 
oar congressional 
tives. We participated in the im- 
migration investigation held the 
day before Geseking left the 
country. 

All this is mentioned because I 
believe we were as close as any 
group to the problem and have 
at least as much information re- 
garding it as do any others. 

According to your report, Dr. 
Landau feels the opposition to 
Gieseking was based on his hav- 
ing played piano during the nazi 
regime, and Dr. Landau goes on 
to suggest that Gieseking was 
not a politician, and that he sim- 
ply stuck to his business of pi- 
ano playing. Mr. Segal states 
that a lack of dignity was mani- 
fested by helping kick out a pi- 
ano player in vengeance for the 


death of 6 million of our people, 


and that we helped incite anti- 
Semitism by giving justification 
to those who would say that the 
Jews are attempting to run the 
country. 

Both these gentlemen deserve 
our sympathy, The face of the 
fascist is a frightening thing, 
even when cloaked by columns of 
newsprint in letters to editors 
around the country. And it is not 
an easy thing to brush off the 
scurrilous letters with anti-Sem- 
itic overtones to which Mr. Segal 
undoubtedly has reference and 
which we found in our own loca] 
papers as well. ‘Yet, so much of 
the clamor to hear Gieseking 
seemed to be based upon a sense 
of support from persons who 
seemed primarily interested in 
demonstrating their political sol- 


representa-. 


idarity with him. Does Mr. Segal 
suggest we again take to the 
woods in the face of attacks from 
this kind of person? 

The memory of the butchered 
6 million is not easy to bear. But 
some of us, at least, whg opposed 
Gieseking, had in mind the living 
more than the dead. For a Wal- 
ter Gieseking, with his past, who 
finds in America the prestige and 
acclaim he seeks, becomes a 
greater threat for the future in 
a world of short memories, I, 


for one, refuse to accept the 
‘Jet’s shake hands and _. be 
friends” philosophy of a_rap- 


prochement with former collab- 
orators, not from a sense of 
vengefulness, but because of the 
terrible danger for the future, 

The case against Gieseking was 
considerably more than _ these 
gentlemen indicated. The charges 
against him listed by Delbert 
Clark in the N. Y. Times of Feb. 
8, 1948, were based upon the re- 
sult of miitary government in- 
vestigation which originally black- 
listed Gieseking in 1945. When 
he was removed from the black- 
list in 1947 the charges were not 
disproven—he was merely taken 
from the list without explana- 
tion. Those close to military gov- 
ernment in Germany in those 
days will tell you of the change 
in viewpoint which began to be- 
come articulate about that time 
in the occupation process. 

These charges point up, not 
merely that Gieseking played out- 
side Germany during the nazi 
regime, but that he played in 
countries where, shortly after, 
some effort was made _ by the 
nazis to take over, either through 
military force or a diplomatic 
deal. Coincidence? On at least 
one occasion, the records indi- 
cate, he expressed considerable 
interest in getting nazi big-wigs, 
including Adolf Hitler himself, to 
his concert. Don’t suggest he 
was just playing up to the boss! 
When a Toscanini, among others, 
refused to play ball with the fas- 
cists and preferred leaving his 
country, instead, Gieseking stay- 
ed on and apparently prospered. 

Dr. Landau brushes off the na- 
zi musical organization in which 
Gieseking was presumably a 
member. To Dr. Landau this 
doesn’t compare with the SS, SA 
or Wehrmacht. Maybe so. But 
Gieseking’s eagerness to join 
this organization—and way back 
in the fall of 1933, when it was 
still bright and early—in a letter 
sent to Hans Hinkel, State Com- 
missar for Science, Art and Pop- 
ular Culture, indicates other pos- 


DID JACK BENNY MEAN MISS BERGMAN 
WAS JEWISH? RABBI HAS FOOTNOTE

I read with interest the state- 
ment of your Hollywood reporter 
that Ingrid Bergman has de- 
clared that she is not Jewish. 

In the summer of 1945, a tra- 
veling theatrical unit put on a 
show for 40,000 GIs in the Zep- 
pelin Stadium in Nuremberg, 
Germany, the tremendous stadi- 
um in which Nazi party congres- 
Ses were held at which the so- 
called Nuremburg anti-Jewish 
laws were enacted. 

Heading the show were Larry 
Adler, Jack Benny and Ingrid 
Bergman, After the show Mr. 
Benny made a curtain speech in 
Which he said that this was the 
most thrilling moment in his life; 
to be privileged to stand on the 
very spot where the destruction 


of his people had been decreed 
and to know he had brought joy 
to the destroyers of those who 
had sought to destroy him and his 
kind. He told the oudience that 
his fellow-artists were also mem- 
bers of the group whom the 
Nazis had tried to exterminate. 

His hearers took it for granted 
that he was referring to Mr. 
Adler and Miss Bergman This 
statement created a mild sensa- 
tion at our headquarters. Many 
of the men remarked that, if 
Miss- Bergman was Jewish,’ the 
Nordic myth certainly took quite 
a beating whenever one gazed 
upon her complexion, hair, eyes, 
nose, etc, etc,

sibilities. Please remember, that 
this organization’s direct comnec- 
tion with and supervision by the 
nazi party itself was recognized 
in the denazification law. 

Nor was it simply that Giese- 
king was a co-editor of a music 
publication, as Dr. Landau sug- 
gests. A review of the articles 
published include many on varia- 
tions of the theme of music and 
the new order, the task of music 
in relation to the Hitler youth, 
etc. If the man was unsympa- 
thetic to these viewpoints, why 
did he continue lending his tal- 
ents and prestige te them? 


It is my understanding that in 
the files of the American Jewish 
Congress is an_ affidavit that 
when, in 1937, Gieseking was a 
judge in a music competition in 
Brussels, he recommended that 
the Jewish candidates be+¢exclud- 
ed first. Or was this not the nazi 
point of view? 

The argument of the separa- 
tion of art and politics holds no 
water when one is used to fur- 
ther the other. No more so than 
the argument of the separation 
of science and politics presented 
by one Dr. Schilling as_ partial 
defense in the course of his trial 
in Dachau on charges which in- 
cluded, among others, conducting 
senseless medical experiments 
upon concentration camp inmates. 
Dr. Schilling was found guilty 
and executed in early 1946. 
Would Messrs. Segal and Landau 
recommend that this was in er- 
ror now, in 1949? 


If blame there is to be, let it 
be placed where it belongs. Upon 
a German denazification court 
that did not wish to try Giesek- 
ing, upon the officials in the State 
Department who issued him a 
visa (not in Germany, inciden- 
tally, but in France), upen the 
military government officials who 
removed him from the blacklist 
without explanation. The fact is, 
as the enclosed AP dispatch in- 
dicates, Gieseking did have his 
hearing, in spite of his wish not 
to. He was deported on the 
grounds that his presence in 
this country would be prejudicial 
to the best interests of the U. S. 


There will be more Giesekings 
trying to cash in on America’s 
acclaim and America’s’ green- 
backs, aS our war memories be- 
come dimmer. I think Mr. Segal 
and Dr. Landau ought to sit 
down and do-‘some real soul- 
searching before writing on the 
struggle against fascism.

photographs and 18 have 
dropped queries about birth:

tional school, as the law per 
mits, and thus gain exemption 
from the law.

U.S. Jews Get Warning To Show 
Public Sympathy For Arab DPs 


NEW YORK-—The first warning to American Jews that the 
plight of the Palestinian Arab DPs was a cause of growing anti- 
Semitism in the United States came this week from a platform 
provided by the anti-Zionist American Council for Judaism, 

The warning came from Dr. Henry Smith Leiper, associate 


General secretary of the World 
Council of Churches, speaking at 
@ luncheon meeting of the New 
York chapter of the Council. 

He called on American Jew- 
ish leaders to come out publicly 

with an expression of symp 
thy for the “800,000 victims of 
the violent expulsion of Arabs 
from Israel.” 

Dr. Leiper did. not quote any 
source for his figure on the Arab 
DPs, which is about 300,000 more 
than totals listed by United Na- 
tions observers in the field, 

Do It Quick 

He said such action by Ameri- 
can Jews was needed to “allay 
a rising tide of anti-Semitic feel- 
ing brought about in part by the 
work of a few extremists and 
terrorists who have compromised 


the new state in Palestine at the’ 


very time of its institution.” 

Kearclier in the week, the N. 
¥. TIMES published a letter 
from Wr. David de Sola Pool, 
famous N. ¥. rabbinical leader. 
He asked for immediate atten- 
tion by all groups in the U\S., 
including Jews, for a plan to 
aid the Palestinian victims of 
Arab aggression. 

¢ Dr. de Pool’s letter was in part

an answer to charges by Kermit 
Roosevelt, noted pro-Arabist, who 
also accused the Israeli with re- 
sponsibility for the mass flight of 
the Palestinian Arabs. 

Some Sympathy Asked 

Dr. Leiper said American Jews 
should show the same sympathy 
for refugee Arabs as Christians 
throughout the world showed for 
Jews when they were’ expelled 
from Nazi Germany. 

He said the World Council of 
Churches had declined to take 
any public stand at Amsterdam 
last summer on the plight of the 
Arab DPs_ because of a fear of 
“stiring up latent anti-Semitism 
in the United States and other 
countries.” 

As a further measure of pro 
tection for American Jews in 
their relations with Israel, Dr. 
Leiper urged them to avoid 
identification with the political 
state of Israel, 


He said Americans of Jewish 
faith must be on gua @ against 
a “dual nationality” which he 
claimed would divide their patri- 
otic allegiance between Israel and 
the aaentone eration.

The Israeli took over the Faluja 
garrison, where a crack Egyp- 
tian brigade held out for more 
than three months, Civilians in 
the pocket were given the option 
of remaining as Israeli citizens 
or leaving. Most of them left 
with the troops.

The toughest remaining issues 
between Israel and the United 
Nations, the status of Jerusalem 
and that of Beersheba, were ex-

King AbduHah said that he had 
no claim on the new city of Jeru- 
salem with its 100,900 Israeli. He 
said his delegation to Rhodes 
would not yield the Old City. 
That statement paved the way 
for incorporation of new Jeru- 
salem into the Jewish State and 
internationalization of the Old 
City. 

Abdullah also declared that 
his delegation at Rhodes would 
speak for the Iraq, which like 
Transjordan, is ruled by the 
Hashimite dynasty. 

From Lake Success came @ re- 
port that Saudia Arabia, which 
preserved a quiet neutrality dur- 
dmg the fighting, would abide by 


the Transjordan agreement. 

Moshe Shertok, Israeli For- 
eign Minister, noted that the 
Egyptian pact was the first 
Arab-Jewish accord reached 
since that signed by Dr. Chaim 
Weizemann and the Emir 
Feisal more than 20 years ago 
to implement the Balfour De- 
claration. 


He said that Israel, under the 
armistice, had “unimpaired con- 
tro] of the entire territory of the 
Negev.” 





Brazil Israeli Office 
Gets Threat Letters 


BUENOS AIRES — (JTA) — 
The Israeli mission here this 
week received two letters threat- 
ening to blast the building in 
which the mission is located. The 
letters were signed “OLN,” an 
abbreviation for Alianza Libert- 
adora Nacionalista, The Israeli 
officials decided to ignore the 
threats. 

Lagre meetings celebrated the 
recognition of Israel by Argen- 
tina were held at Rosario and 
Santa Fe with the mayor and 
chief of police attending the 
Santa Fe gathering.

NEW YORK—David Ben-Gur- 
ion, Israeli prime minister, will 
make a direct broadcast to the 
U. S. Jewish community when he 
will speak by short-wave radio 
to the extraordinary national 
conference of the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund March 6, here. 

His 15-minute address will be 
broadcast over the Mutual net- 
work at 2:45 p. m. EST. The con- 
ference will open March 5.

The protests 
by the Viennese Jews were strigt- 
ly verbal, in contrast to the vio- 
lent protests by the Berlin Jews. 

“The Berlin population will get 
even with the rowdy Jews,” was 
the theme of a letter in Telegraf, 
a British-licensed riewspaper. 

Film Killed in Berlin 

A belated assurance that the 
film had been definitely with- 
drawn was made by Brigadier 
Benson, Military Commandant, 
The mystery of British insistence 
on permitting showing of the 
film, despite the certainty of pro; 
tests and the objections of a few 
Germans against the movie's 
blatant anti-Semitic portrayal of 
Fagin, went unexplained. 

Viennese Jews had been plan- 
ning te stage similar demon 
strations if the film had been 


shown in Vienna, 

British authorities in Hamburg 
were considering protests of the 
Hamburg Jewish community 
against the scheduled premier of 
the movie in that former Nazi 
center. The Hamburg Jewish 
Central Committee filed a formal 
protest.
